Not much a tion was paid to entrance E

THE POLICE DETAIL, 


Four Captains, Eight sergeants and 100 
Men Around the Hall, 


Every precaution had been taken to pro- 
vide for the safety of the immense 
crowd that wedged ftself into an al- 
most immovable mass around the 
Exposition building. Chief of Police Huebler, 
personally in cha of the police forces, was 
to be seen overlooking his menat different 

laces on the scene where his 

our Captains, eight Sergeants and 100 
patrolmen held the vast throng in check and 


directed persons entitled to seats to the 
4 oy! entrances to the hall. 

The police detail went on duty at d o’clock, 
but at that heur found nothin to 
do but to become accustome to 
their respective duties. Carrying out their 
instructions, officers stationed on Thirteenth 
and Fourteenth and Olive streets prevented all 
vehicles except the cable cars from passing in 
front of the main entrance to the hall. The 
execution of these orders created several die- 
turbances between drivers and the police 
but no arrests followed from these causes, the 
drivers submitting gracefully to the inevitable 
when they understood the situation. 

Even in the early morning hoursthe broad 
stone steps leading up to the main entrance to 
the hall were well-filled with sight-seers, 
among whom there were many ladies 
who clung with characteristic tenacity to the 
places they had secured. 

The east front door of the main entrance had 
been roped off so that no persons could pass 
in from the Olive street front except 
through the prescribed lines which were 
guarded on each side by unifermed lice in 
command of Capt. Frangel. All other 
doors along Olive street were closed, and 
Capt. Frangel’s men only admitted the 
bearers of delegates tickets marked C, 
‘‘alternates’ tickets marked D, and ‘‘guests’ 
tickets marked D.“ An immense num- 
ber of 2 bearing other 
to the hall applied there 
admission and were politely 
either to the Thirteenth or Fourteenth street 
entrance.

SCENES IN THE HALL, 


A Great Crowd and Several Wild Outbursts 
of Knthusiasm, 


The Democratic clans concentrated to-day 
the discussions, the cheers, shouts and en- 
thusiams in a Vast wave of humanity into the 
grand Convention Hall in the Exposition 
building. 

From the hotels, the streets, the places of 


city they came. And they came with colors 
curling and dying in the fresh air of the per- 
fect June morning, with heads erect and 
buoyant step keeping time to the 
inspiring drum and fife and crashing 


brass. The accompaniment of cheers which 
swelled along the routes to the Exposition as 
delegation r delegation and club after club 
uniformed and with fluttering banners 
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marched to the ball entrance was inspiring 
enough to keep the enthusiasm rolling to the 
White House with Cleveland on its crest next 
October. 

All the interest and excitement gathered in 
the immense auditorium, and even with the 
noise and confusion of the incoming and seat- 
ing of delegates, reporters, clubs and spec- 

rs, there was yet that pervasive air of 
hushed expectancy which precedes great 
events. 

As early as eleven o’clock the stream of peo- 
ple started in the direetion of the Exposition, 
and the swelling notes of the bands biending 
with the tread of marching throngs floated in 
through the windows along the streets 
and drew crowds to the sidewalks un- 
til Olive street was 1 mass ot 
humanity from Fourth street to Fourteenth 
and around the corner tothe Fourteenth street 
entrance. 

AT 10 O LOCK 
the vast hall was silent and deserted await- 
ing the invasion of the Democratic hosts. Then 
& — stream of people commenced 
coming in by various ways scattering to va- 
rious parts of the main floor and gallery, but 
scarce making a perceptible impression in the 
unfilled space. Soon after a delegation 
trooped n at the door and this 
was the beginning of the after rush. 
From this time on there was not a cessation 
in the stream of ple. Inside the floor and 
leries were like bee hives. The throngs 
ured into the aisles and svattered over the 
all. The uniform of clubs and delegations 
mingled with the sombre suits of men in 
every day clothes of spectators and the brill 
lant colors of the toilettes of tbe ladies in the 
galleries, who gazed on the assembled throng 
with intense interest. 

11:30 o’clock the hall was made up 
huge patches of people, and 
the streams poured into the doors and 
through the aisies. A quarter of an hour later 
patches of vacant seats were only visible here 
and there and the galleries seemed to be full. 
Still they came in hordes as if there were 
no limit to the men and women. 
At ten minutes to 12 a wild ringing yell 
arose from the middle of the delegates’ space. 
A group of men were seen to spring to their 
feet and wave their hats in the air whilea 
swelling cheer burst forth from their

was manifest. Over the central gallery, where 

the Hendricks clear-cut fine face looks on the 

hosts he led in life, swungthe silken banner 

of the Hendricks Club the members of which 
were moving to their places.

from different parts of the hall as the banner 
came into view of the different delegations. 
Now and then as some banner swung into the 
hall at the front of stalwart politicians, cheers 
would burst forth from their friends. 

At noon the hall seemed filled, with only a 
patch of seats in the altarnates space. It was 
a superb sight. There was plenty of light from 
the skylights, andthe sun creeping through 
—— of clear glass glinted on the flags and 

unting and shone into the faces of some of 
the people. 

The hall presented a superb sight. The 
band back of the Speaker’s stand keptthe 
space filled with music.. Looking from the 
Speaker’s stand there was a sea of faces 
stretching to the doors, the banners 
of the States breaking the monotony in 
front. Under the galleries back of the 
side reporters’ tables there was a crowd 
packed. The eries swept around, a dense 
mass of faces overhanging the — — bunting 
of red, White and blue, the flags and State crests.

The boxes 
of the second galleries were filled with ladies, 
and there wasaplentifulsprinkling in the 
throng back ofthem and in the third gallery.

entrance the view was not so impressive as 
from the other ee ee ay as the faces of the 
multitude were turned the other way, but it 
was fine.

To-Day’s Session—Proceedings in the Hall— 
Speeches and Incidents. 


By Telegraph from Convention Hall. : 

Sr. Louis, June 5.—As the convention 
gathers, afull brass band of sixty pieces sta- 
tioned on the west gallery fills the hall with 
martial strains and popular operatic airs. The 
delegates straggle in last of all, generally by 
delegations, and there is some confusion in 
seating them in accordance with the plan ar- 
ranged, but nobody appears tobe ina hurry 
and everybody is good natured. 

As noon approaches the vast audience 
watches each new comer to catch a familiar 
face and to cheer whenever a prominent figure 
is recocnized. Those in the ball who can read 
the rather dim inscriptions beneath the por- 
traits on the face of the east gallery railing, re-

curiosity of the entire audience is satisfied. 
Beneath the Cleveland portrait is the familiar 

uotation fromthe President's message: it 
fs a condition, not a theory that confronts 
us.’ 
Under the Tilden portrait is the motto: ‘‘Let 
there be peace and fraternity throughout the 
land.“ Beneath Hendricks, The necessities 
of war cannot be pieaded in time of peace.’’ 
Beneath the Hancock portrait is written the 
following quotation from his letter of accept- 
ance: ‘*The great principles of liberty are the 
jaheritance of the people. 

AN ABSENT FACE. 

It is at once noticed by the delegates as they 
note these familiar, these Democratic faces, 
and the equally familiar historical sentiments, 
that there is a conspicuous absence of one 
man’s face in this Democratic portrait gal- 
lery. The portrait of every Democratic 
National candidate since, and in- 
eluding 1876, except that of ex-

**Bill’’ Scott, as he is familiarly called by“ 
the Pennsylvania delegates, could prob 
ably tell what the Pennsylvania delegation 
Will do, but he won't.

NEVADA. 

The Nevada delegation, which includes a 
son of ex-Senator Fair, is leagued with Cali- 
fornia and will vote with the delegates from 
the Pacific for Thurman. They are all wear- 
ing their bandanas. 

MARYLAND. 

The Maryland delegates are still as close as 
clams. Senator A. P. Gorman, whois at the 
head of the delegation, is hearing news but 
not giving any. Thurman is well liked by the 
Marylanders, but they are not in favor of 
either Thurman or Gray so strongly as not to 
vote for either or a third candidate. 

ILLINOIS. 

The Illinois delegates, who arrived yesterday 
morning. are divided among themselves en 
the vice-presidential question, and it is dim - 
cult to tell atthis hour whom they will unite 
upon. Black, Stevenson and Gray are all 
mentioned forthe honor, and so is Carlisle, 
the latter quite emphatically in some direc- 
tions. On one point, however, they are unan- 
imous, and that is that the Thurman 
boom has — glimmering. They vow that the 
bottom is Knocked out of it, that it departed in 
peace at noon Sunday, and they only allude 
to it now in the pasttense. Of course there 
is some Thurman sentiment in the delega- 
tion, but it was only scattering yesterday 
morning. Out of this chaos of senti 
ment comes a still small voice, with 
an alleged prophetic ring. It echoes the opin 
jon that the Morrison-Gray delegates are 
against the Old Roman, and that Carlisle is 
the dark horse. He is backed by Morrison, 
Watterson, New York and Sam Randall, says 
the oracle; nothing more natural, you know, 
than thatthePennsylvanian should have his eye 
on such an opening for the Speaker’s chair.’’ 
The Thurman boom, says this inkling from II- 
linois, was originated to beat Black and carry 
Illinois and later to beat Gray. Now that 
Gray’s Know-nothing record is spread forth 
and Black does not receive a vigorous support 
from his own State, the country just east of 
the river is looking elsewhere. Illinois is 
solid on the President's message and the Millis 
bill. This is what some ofthe delegates say 
— viee- presidential possibilities and the 

ariff. 

Oaleb C. Johnson, Whiteside County: The 
Thurman boonf is burst. I overheard Henry 
Watterson remark, by the way, that if the Old 
Roman stood on the convention platform j ust 
three minutes it would be sufficient to con- 
demn him, sofeebleishe. This talk of his 
selection is a good deal of a farce.’’ 

H. S. Tanner, Edgartown, III.: Gen. Black 
is my first choice, and Ihave not even thought 
about a second. You will find that his friends 
have a distinct headquarters here, and he is 
undoubtedly a strong card.’’ 

O. P. Cole of Illinois said to a Post-DIsPATOCH 
reporter: We of IIIinois think there is 
nothing whatever except sentiment in the 
Thurman boom. He was certainly one of the 
strongest and most honerable Democrats the 
country has ever produced, but he is too old 
for the place, and to-dayis really nothing 
more than a reminiscence. We have had one 
Vice-President die on our hands and do not 
want to have another. IIIinois does not at all 
like the rule by which the Secretary of State, 
a man not elected by the people, shall succeed 
to the Presidency in case of the death of 
President and Vice-President, and does not 
wish a man nominated for the second 
place who has scarcely a chance of living 
through his term of office. Gray of Indiana is 
a good man, but his Knownothing record may 
cost thousands of votes that can ill be spared. 
We are nota unit, being divided between 
three men, Black, Morrison and Stevenson. 
Black's wounds will do much for him with the 
soldiers, and Morrison’s military record is 
second to none. Sstevenson’s strength lies in 
his friendship with Morrison, who will sustain 
him should his candidacy prove hopeless. 
Morrison willin all et gee be our chair- 
man, and not improbably our member of the 
National Committee. 

James McNamara of Illinois said: ‘‘I cannot 
regard the candidacy of Thurman as serious, 
He is too old for the place and cannot be ex- 
pected toliveout his term. His candidacy 
operated in the nature of asurprise, and at 
the first mention those who have had a tradi- 
tional admiration for the Old Roman were in- 
clined to favor him. But on mature reflection 
these men will see that he is unfit for the 
piace, would not survive the campaign, and 
should give place toa younger man. Sun- 
day it looked as if Gray would be the nominee, 
but Black is developing strength every moment 
and will surprise people when the time for 
voting comes. I have circulated freely among 
delegates from different States, and notice a 
strong drift from Thurman towards Black and 
Gray, while Stevenson will be a more formid- 
abie candidate than most imagine. The south- 
ern men are generally opposed to Thurman, 
andare in favor of Gray or Black, with a 
sprinkling of Carlisle men. It is hard to say 
on whom the choice of the convention will 
full, but Thurman will not be the man.’’ 

John Jones of Illinois said: The men of 
the Tenth District favor any 
Illinois candidate, with preferences for 
Biack. Our delegation, taken as a 
whole, 18 — anti- Thurman, 
but is divided between Black and Morrison, 
with a fair Stevenson contingent, the Morri- 
son men taking Stevenson as their second 
choice. No one believes that Ohio can be 
earried by any means, and this is a great point 
against Thurman. Gray’s Know-nothing rec- 
ord, whether he has been misrepresented or 
not, will hurt him with the German voters, 
whom we in Illinois canill spare. But with 
u popular man for Vice-President, and 
Cleveland’s tariff message incorporated in the 
platform, Illinois may very well go Demo- 
ratio. 

Wm. H. Green of the Twentieth Illinois 
District said. Black or Morrison is the 
name to carry Illinois with. The Democrats 
are very proud of Morrison’s tariff record, 
and his war record is also in his favor. The 
latter Biack also has, but many pensioners do 
not like the way he has run the Pension Office, 
and think that a mental and physical wreck 
should not have the second place on the 
ticket. It will never do to entirely ignore the 
soldier element, and this alone should defeat 
Thurman, whose candidacy wiliat any rate

Mr. Lytle, who tis own nephew 
tothe gallant poet-soldier by whom ‘‘I 4m 
Dying, Egypt, Dying,“ was contributed to 
American literature, has had a great many 
singular adventures in the West and seen 
Strange sights in many out-of-the-way nooks 
of the Rockies. A herd of musical eatele, 
that is to say, a bunch of Texas steers 
thained*to low m harmony on a given signal, 
so as to psoduce by solos and in chorus & com- 
plete melody, is something new, not only in 
the great Western cattle country, but in the 
experienceof animal historians as well. In 
the course of a horseback ride along the 
beautiful Canadian River country, Mr. Lytle 
met and became deeply interested in Charles 
Heminway, whose ranch is one of the prides 
of the Brazos. Whatever his motive for dis- 
guise, a motive rarely questioned in the 
charming freedom of prairie life, Mr. Hemin- 
way is understood by his cowboys, and neigh- 
boring ranchers as well, to have transplanted 
himself and his fortune into one of the most 
secluded spots of the West, quite as much. 
out of love for nature and solitude as from 
disgust with the conventional life of London 
drawing-Tooms. . 

At this season of the-year when people are 
‘pouring out ot their own country in sehrch of 
novelty in others, the Panhandle of Texas 
offers Americans such picturesque scenery 
and and animal life so novel 
aseasily to challenge comparison with the 
boasted attractions of travelers’ Mecca in 
theold world, Tourists who cross the plains 
on any of the great Bast and West railroad 
lines remain wentire ignorance of this remote 
and until recentiy almost inaccessible part of 
the United States. Its name indicates its 
‘ topography, abroad tongue of territory run- 
ging northward westot the Indian Territory, 
belonging to the State of Texas, and only or- 
ganized of late years into counties and any 
form of government. Dodge City, long its base 
of supplies and depot of com- 
munication with the civilized world, 
has had and ever deserved the 
reputation of being the ‘‘toughest town in the 
Southwest. As the tron horse passed through 
and beyond the typical ruffians of frontier 
lifesoughtother scenes. Capital came, and 
fora while large sums of money were sent 
out and taken out for investment in sheep 
farms. The woolclip of Western Texas, and 
especially of the Panhahdle,became very con- 
siderable, and Englishmen, who had long 
since overrum Wyoming and parts of Nebraska 
© End Montana, were attracted to the almost 
unknown rolling prairies of this part of the 
Southwest. As late as 1874 Gen. Miles drove 
out the Kiowa and Comanche Indians, but 
many ofthe sheep farmers lost their flocks 
and their love of frontier existence by bloody 


Indian raids no longer than seven years : 
It was just after this last foray that a party of 
Englishmen cam out several days’ journey 
north and west Dodge, and, when they re- 
turned East, left Mr. Heminway, one of their 
number, resolved to invest and remain. 
By and by the co s began to bring in 
ge tales ofthe Heminwayranch.

It does seem a shame to pay big duties on 
doctored French white wines when the original 
uloe itself grows bythe gallon in the prolific 
handle, and will turn itself into wine with 
no more trouble than a little judicious press - 
ing and coopering. And should the probibi- 
tionists propose to meddle with this bounte- 
ous bibulous provision of nature what could 
be more entirely appropriate than for the out- 
raged ranchmen to pelt them to death with 
their enormous grape-stones? 

As soon as Mr. Heminway was sighted from 
the house, close to which was an interest! 
collection of cowboy cabins, a select band o 
the latter rode immediately out to meet him, 
in their becoming uniforms and with their 
brass instruments well tuned, They played 
„Hall to the Chief Who in Triumph d- 
vances,’’ and it was with an entirely pardon- 
able sense of triumph that their chief indeed 
advanced. An almost invisible grass-green 
wire fence was the only enclosure about the 
house, which was of hewn logs, accurately 
mortised and clapboarded and two stories 
high. Loopholes had been left in the walls, 
anda pure 8 of sufprising volume. which 
had been built over and included in the main 
structure, gushed from a sluice-way in one 
corner. Built at a time when an Apache or 
Comanche raid was not at all improbable, the 
Heminway house was prepared for defense, 


well provisioned for a siege. 
THE OXEN BELLOW IN Rvs. 

It was now about 5 o’elock, the sun was 
rapidly approaching the horizon, The bovine 
orchestra was to perform as usual at 6 4 about 
sunset, just before feeding time. Mr. Hemin- 
way led the way tothe home corral, a heavil 
timbered stockade just over the crest of a hill 
and about a quarter of a mile from the house, 
The cowboy band who had ridden out to meet 
him accompanied the party on horseback. It 
wasa cool but calm April evening, the air 
balmy with the fresh prairie air and the faint 
yee of wild flowers. As they approached 

he stockade melodions bellowings sounded 
overthe pale. Within were just twenty of the 
most intelligent beastsin the whole herd of 
50,000. Brawny, big-boned, long-horned and 
muley—some of them, smooth limbs, sleek 
coats and bright eyes marking them as crack 
cattie. They moved forw in a leisurely, 
self-contained way, and stood looking at the 
cowboys. Six of the latter digmounted, came 
inside with their trombone, cornet, French 
horn, big horns and cymbals. Each cowboy 
took bp a position by a particular ox. 

Six of the cattle were now separated from 
their fellows and led by the horns to skeleton 
stails of light poles, constructed so the beasts 
faced it towards the center of the inclosure 
and were rengee on the soft grass side by side, 
near enough to touch the tips of each other’s 
horns, The cowboy with the cornet stwod im- 
mediately in front of a hight brindled heifer 
that had an exceedingly v vers aspect, and 
was very quick on its feet. The trombone 
‘confronted ay almost jet-black steer that 
— to havea high voice of great rever- 

eratory powers. The cymbals flanked a red 
bull, while the other horns were pointed at 
bright-eyed cows that regarded the whole 
strange scene with an experienced air and an- 

ipatory delight. 
e Heminway party stood slightly to one 
side, the unofiiciating cowboys, to the num- 
ber of forty or more, ina group near them. 
Just as the sun reached the horizon and 
seemed to linger fora moment before saying 
good-night, Mr. Heminway gave the signal. 

The cowboys at once struck up ‘‘Hail Col- 
umbia,’’ playing that fine old air with much 
spiritand tolerable correctness. With the 
first note from each instrument the animal in 
its front raised its neck, opened its mouth to 
the widest capacity, and throwing ite head 
back, gave prolonged and musical utterance 
to sonorous sounds, which, if they were not 
singing in the human sense, constituted some- 
thing remarkably like it. 

The accord between the instruments and the 

vocal accompaniment of the bovine chorus 
was perfect. There was one harmonious vol- 
ume of sound, that echoed far and wide with 
singular power and sweetness, carrying 
through the charmed air strains of the West- 
ern patriot’s favorite song and mellowing in 
the distance to a grand choral ode. 
But the most interesting part of the unique 
performance was yet to come, hen the 
strains of the horns. died away the cowboy 
performers withdrew and joined the other 
cowboys. The bovine chorus was left to itself. 
Mr. Heminway drew a revolver from his 
ocket and fired a shot. As the smoke curled 
pin the fadi sunlight, the steers opened 
their mouths, w their heads back and in 
rfect harmony went guia through the air

and sweetnegs of their voices were distinctly 
apparent. They chanted absolutely correctly, 
and lacked only articulation to be the cham- 
pion sextette of the vocal world.

HE BOUGHT AN INDIAN BABY. 


It Was a Square Deal, But His Wife and the 
Baby’s Cousins Object. 
From the Los Angeles Times. 

It is doubtful whether a more peculiar story 
than the one now being circulated by passen- 
gers who arrived from the East on Tuesday’s 
overland train ever came tolight. The story 
is best told in the language of an old maid 
from Boston, who takes great pleasure in re 
lating her Indian Romance to any one who 
will listen-to her. : 

‘*‘When we left EI Paso we had the nicest 


crowd on board you ever saw. We were 
well acquainted with each other, and I just 
think it wasthe nicest Little party that ever 
traveled inasinglecar. We felt just like a 
great big loving family. There were quite 
a number of married folks with us, and they 
seemed to beas affectionate as possible under 
such circumstances. There was a An- 
geles couple on board and they seemed to be 
affectionate. The husband, who, by the 
way, is a prominent business man bere, soon 
became popular on account of his lively dis- 
irls were dead in 
ove with him, an his wife became 
frightfully jealous. He was the lite 
of the party, and we all looked up tohim and 
der uded on him for any information we 
wisk> to get about the country, for he seemed 
thor” shly posted. Well, one day we stopped 
at a 1, le way station in Arizona, and the con- 
ductor told us that we would remain there 
about an hour. Almost all our party left the 
train and ampsed ourselves by athering 
stones and talking to a band of afiane who 
had gathered about the station. They seemed 
to spring up from the ground, for there was 
not an Indian to be seen for miles around 
when the train came to a standstill; but then 
Indians are like ghosts and we thought nothing 
of it. Our champion seemed to enjoy 
talking to the Ifdians, and soon had ten or 
fifteen of the ugliest men, women and chil- 
dren about him that I ever saw. An Indian 
woman hadanude infant that seemed to be 
about 6 months old, strapped to her back, and 
our champion tookafancy to the dirty little 
thing, and, after talking to her a little while, 
he offered to buy it. The ~ — was perfectly 
willing to sell her offspring, and fixed the 
price at $2.50. The money was handed over, 
and our Romeo tenderly clasped the little 
thing in his arms and started for the 
train, with all of us girls at his heels. I 
forgot to say that his wife was so jealous that 
she refused toleave the train, and while 
we were having a real nice time she was pout- 
ing in her seat. As we neared the train the 
conductor yelled out: All aboard,’ and we 
made a rush for the train. The Indians were 
close on our heels, and as soon as they dis- 
covered that the child was to be taken off five 
or six bucks and the mother jumped on our 
friend. They knocked him down, took 
the infant from him, and beat him up 
in the most horrible manner, Just 
as the train was pulling’ out he 
dragged himself aboard, and you never saw a 
more pitiful sight in your life. He was blood 
from head to foot, and a more wobegone hus- 
band never returned to the bosom of his fami- 
ly. His wife watehed the performance from 
the window, and a few questions, answered 
by us, explained the fight to her. I could see 
that she was in a towering rage, but I had no 
idea that she would treat her poor husband as 
she did.
